LOS ANGELES, June 18.—The 
body of a waman, clad in a green 
bathing suit, which was found on| 
the beach near Coos Bay, Ore.,| 
is not that of Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson. 

Mrs. Minnie Kennedy, mother 
of the famous evangelist, missing 
since May 18, declared late today 
that a description of the body 
found on the Oregon coast did 
not correspond with that of her 
daughter. She ridiculed the idea 
that her daughter's body could 
have drifted to Coos Bay, a dis- 
tance of 900 miles.

TO SEARCH THE SKY 

What the sky will reveal when 
his new reflector is completed, is 
only a matter of conjecture. 

Professor Ritchey has discovered 
universes, greater than our own, 
at a distance of 500,000 light 
years from the earth. It takes half 
a million vears for a ray of light, 
traveling at a terrific rate of 
speed, to reach our earth after 
it has left the star. If such a 
universe were suddenly to be 
snuffed out of existence, the fact 
would not be known on _ our 
planet until 
it had happened. 

Professor Ritchey has made the 
best existing scientific photo- 
graphs of the moon. With his 
present astronomical instruments 
he can distingusih small moon 
craters which are only :a mile in 
diameter. The new reflector will 
magnify the moon’s surface five 
times more. The moon, according 
to Professor Ritchey’s photographs 
is a dead sphere, the surface of 
which is broken by extinct vol- 
canos and lava beds.

Bodice Skirt with Circular Flounces that Makes Ideal 


Accompaniment for Smart Blouses 


tance than ever this season. To wear 
it with a jumper or tunic blouse is to 
give a definite cachet to the toilette. 

The mode] pictured consists of two circular 
flounces attached to a long-waisted bodice 
supported by shoulder straps. Taffeta, flat 
crépe, crépe satin or lace may be used in 
developing the skirt. Many women, how- 
ever, select crépe satin because it combines 
well with any of the chic fabrics of the season 
employed in making blouses. The model 
requires 23 yards of material 36 inches wide 
for the flounces and 11! yard lining for the 
bodice. If the skirt is to be worn with a 
sheer blouse, it would be well to make the 
bodice of some silken fabric or Georgette. 

By closely following the cutting guide, one 
can arrange the flounces so that they will 
have the correct line and flare. The bodice 
is laid on a lengthwise fold of the material, 
because there are no seams in the back or 
front. 

In making the bodice, the left side seam is 
left open at the top and finished for a closing. 
The top is then hemmed and the shoulder 
straps added. It is a great convenience and 
comfort to the home dressmaker to be able 
to sew up seams in the sequence of their 
numbers and’ have .a perfect 
garment. After the flounces are 
joined together they are added 
to the lower edge of the bodice. 
There are many ways of finishing 
the edges of flounces, but a nar- 
row hem, a French fold and a 
picot edge are the ones most 


used.
